Mu ltiple Sclerosis Is 
Not Alway s Crippling 
By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 
N ewspaper E nterprise Assn. 
Q—Do patients w ith m u ltiple sclerosis hav e 
pain? HoW long docs one hav e it before being 
crippled w ith it? 
A—R ather than pain, nu mbness is often a 
Sy mptom of m u ltiple sclerosis. The cou rse and 
sev erity of the disease is ex trem ely v aried. Al­ 
thou gh no cu re is known, some v ictims hav e long 
periods in which they are free or nearly free of 
sy mptoms. Many are nev er crippled w ith it ev en 
thou gh they hav e it for many y ears—others may 
becorqe sev erely crippled within a few months. 
Q—My wife is confined to bed w ith mu ltiple 
sclerosis. She has an open sore at the end of her 
spine. W hat cau ses this and w hat can be done 
for it? 
A—Bed so re* or pressu re sores may occu r in 
any one who is confined to bed for a long time. 
The best treatm ent wou ld be the u se of a special 
m attress to equ alize the pressu re of the body on 
all parts, and known as total flotation therapy . 
Q— My sister, 5 6 . has m u ltiple sclerosis and is 
confined to a wheel chair. W here can I get some 
inform ation abou t this disease? 
A—Ex cellent pam p h lets on home care and 
other aspects of this disease can be had by w rit­ 
ing to the N ational M u ltiple Sclerosis Society 
(25 7 Park Av e., Sou th New York. N. Y. 10010). 
They can also tell y ou the location of the nearest 
chapter to y ou r home. 
Q— Is it possible to dev elop adhesions in the 
abdomen following a sev ere contu sion inclined 
in an au to accident? 
A—Adhesio ns are a growing together of cu t 
su rfaces following an operation or inflamed su r­ 
faces associated w ith an infection. It wou ld be 
rare bu t not impossible for adhesions to form 
following a contu sion that bru ised the lining of 
some abdom inal organs. In any case, the adhe- 
ions wou ld not cau se any trou ble u nless they re­ 
su lted in an intestinal obstru ction.

PAUSE FOR A BREATHER 
George Champion, chairman of the na­ 
tion’s second largest bank, the Chase Man­ 
hattan, has a description for the condition 
of the economy that refu tes those who hav e 
worried that a recession was on the way .

“Good leather pu rses shou ld 
alway s 
be 
well 
cared 
for. 
Smooth polished leather (NOT 
reptile or su ede) needs to hav e 
a coat of paste w’ax once in 
a while. This keeps it soft, pu ts 
a g ood protectiv e film on it and 
helps preserv e the leather. 
“I 
su g g est 
y ou r 
hou sewiv es 
u se a g ood paste wax . su ch as 
is 
ordinarily 
u sed 
for floors. 
They will be amazed at the re ­ 
su lts. (Test an inside spot first, 
su ch as the fold on the side of 
the pu rse, becau se a few ty pes 
of leather are so poru s they are 
easily stained.) 
“ Paste wax es on leather bag s 
shou ld be applied sparing ly to 
a 
small area 
(no more than 
one side at a time) and polished 
IMMEDIATELY 
with 
a 
soft 
cloth while the wax is moist. 
“Most paste wax es u sed on 
floors contain coloring to hide 
scratches in wood, so this ty pe 
is only for black, nav y blu e, 
brown, and other DARK colored 
pu rses. 
“A few words of cau tion: 
“ Use only g ood q u ality WAX 
produ cts on shoes and pu rses, 
NOT oily fu rnitu re polishes. 
“Wax g iv es a hard, dry finish 
that 
resists 
soil 
and 
fing er 
marks easily . 
“Very 
poru s 
leather 
(ex ­ 
tremely soft with an oily feel 
and low' g loss) cou ld be dark­ 
ened and stained by polishes. 
On some of these leathers (su ch 
as 
deerskin 
moccasins) 
ev en 
neu tral paste polishes can cau se 
staining . For poru s leather, fol­ 
low 
recommendations of 
y ou r 
shoe dealer.” 
Now, g als, ju st to test this 
while she was here, I g ot ou t 
my two-y ear-old black leather 
pu rse. Su re enou g h, the skin did 
look dry , scratched and soiled. 
I dipped a 
facial tissu e in 
some beig e-colored paste floor 
wax 
and 
applied 
it 
to 
the 
leather. As I ru bbed, the tissu e 
became soiled. I reached for a 
new tissu e and continu ed u ntil 
that side of the pu rse was com­ 
pletely clean and wax ed. 
Then I bu ffed it with more 
clean tissu es and the soft, orig ­ 
inal g low and sheen appeared 
ag ain. 
I cou ld not believ e that ou r 
dear Lu cile wou ld hav e su ch a 
simple answer for u s. 
I thanked her profu sely for all 
of y ou who will u se this hint and 


So, g rab y ou r pu rses, g sls. and 
let’s g iv e them a new look so 
that the nex t time y ou g o some­ 
where, y ou ’ll be as prou d of 
y ou rs as I am mine.
